LIBRARY BUILDING 


The library building, the gift of Captain W. C. 
Tyrrell, was remodeled in January-July, 1926. In 
remodeling, no exterior or main walls were re- 
moved, as we were afraid this might weaken the 
structure. With very few changes, the building was 
adapted to library use and equipped with standard 
library furniture. It was our desire to have a 
building that would be both distinctive and dignified. 
The building was formally opened to the public the 
evening of September 16, 1926 with an appropriate 
program. Over 800 people attended this opening. 
Readers were registered September 17th and 18th; 
the first book was circulated September 20th.

LIBRARY GROWTH .- 


We have been amazed and grateful at the use of 
the library by the citizens of Beaumont, and at 
their appreciation of the book collection and build- 
ing. Not only is the circulation of volumes large, 
but the quality of reading is excellent. 


REFERENCE WORK 


909 volumes are in the reference collection. These 
books are only for use in the building. As the li- 
brary grows more—reference work is being done. 
Approximately 1,225 reference questions were asked 
in the nine months the library has functioned. These 
questions covered many subjects and were from 
various types of citizens. 


MAGAZINES AND NEWSPAPERS 


The library subscribes to 62 magazines and 10 
newspapers. 20 magazines and one newspaper are 
received as gifts. In time the more valuable maga- 
zines will be bound. Popular magazines are bound 
and circulated as books as soon as they are released 
by the arrival of the new number. The Beaumont 
Enterprise is on file at the library. 


SCHOOLS 


34 school visits were made. 19 school classes 
with a total attendance of 468 children visited the 
library for instruction in the use of a library and 
to view special exhibits on display. School lists 
were also checked for purchase of duplicate copies. 


EXHIBITS 


12 exhibits were displayed at the library from 
September 20, 1926 to June 30, 1927. These ex- 
hibits attracted many visitors. The De Medici prints 
was the most popular exhibit. 


LECTURES 


Three lectures were given under the auspices of 
the library. The most popular lecture was “The 
Technique of Story Telling” by Miss Mary Gould 
Davis, Supervisor of Story Telling of the New York 
Public Library. These lectures were financed with 
the cooperation of the Woman’s Club, Parent and 
Teacher Associations, and private citizens. 


STORY HOURS 


13 story hours were given by the library. Out 
of town story tellers were Miss Mary Gould Davis, 
Mrs. Ruth Sawyer Durand, and Mr. Charles Finger. |

LIBRARY GROWTH 


The figures submitted show an increase in 
circulation of 58,522 volumes and of 3,648 new 
borrowers’ cards issued, as compared with the 
statistics of September 20, 1926-June 30, 1927. 
While eager to take the service of the Library 
to every section of the City. We cannot afford to 
overlook the need of more intensive work and the 
enrichment of the quality of work, particularly 
in literary, technical and industrial fields. 


REFERENCE WORK 


1,214 volumes are in the reference collection. 
These books are only for use in the building. 
With the growth of the library more reference 

work has been done. Approximately 2,890. ref- 
- erence questions were answered. 2,524 readers 
used the Library on Sunday afternoons. 


MAGAZINES AND NEWSPAPERS 


The Library subscribes to 88 magazines and 
12 newspapers. 23 magazines and one news- 
paper are received as gifts. The more valuable 
magazines are bound. Popular magazines are 
placed in circulation as soon as they are released 
by the arrival of the new number. The Beau- 
- mont Enterprise is on file at the Library. 


SCHOOLS 


52 school visits were made. 42 school classes 
with a total attendance of 1,224 children visited 
the Library for instruction in the use of a li- 
brary and to view special exhibits on display. 
Four library stations were opened in schools. 
The total number of books circulated from these 
stations was 3,981. We plan to open more school 
stations and to enlarge their book collections 
when library facilities will permit. 


EXHIBITS 


11 exhibits were displayed at the library. 
These exhibits attracted many visitors. One of 
our most popular exhibits was of facsimile etch- 
ings from the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York. 


STORY HOURS 


25 story hours were given by the Library. 
568 children enjoyed these stories. Miss Frances 
Fox of the Houston Recreation Department pre- 
sented two delightful puppet plays to an inter- 
ested group of children. Miss Emma Lee, Chil- 
dren’s Librarian of the Rosenberg Library, Gal- 
veston, Texas, was our visiting story teller on 
May 11. 


CLUBS 


22 club meetings were attended by the Libra- 
rian and assistants. 12 club meetings were held 
in the Library. 


COOPERATION 


The Texas Library Association met in Beau- 
mont, Port Arthur and Orange November 16-19. 
Beaumont entertained visiting librarians Novem- 
ber 16 and 18. Four sessions of the convention 
were held in the Library. The Librarian and 
Cataloguer attended the meeting of the American 
Library Association at West Baden, Ind. in May. 
The Librarian addressed the South East Division 
of the Texas State Teachers’ Association in Gal- 
veston on April 20. 
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
